THAT SPEAKERSHIP 


The fact that the house of repre­ 
sentatives may elect a speaker who 
is not a member of that body is per­ 
haps not generally known. 
The con­ 
stitutional provision on the subject is 
that “ the house 
of 
representatives 
shall choose their speaker and other 
officers,” making the 
choice 
of 
a 
speaker as wide as tha' of any other 
officer of the house. 
That is just what certain members 
now propose. 
Their program, as an­ 
nounced, is to wait until the admin­ 
istration bills have been disposed of 
and then declare the speakership va­ 
cant. 
The present parliamentarian of 
the house is one Asher 
C. 
Hinds, 
whose duties among other things con­ 
sist in prompting the speaker and in 
formulating rulings for him. 
It 
is 
proposed to elect him speaker to fill 
the vacancy created as proposed. 
It 
is contended that rhe speaker should 
be purely a parliamentarian and be 
elected not for the purpose of forcing 
the hand of the house, but of deciding 
each case strictly according to par­ 
liamentary law under the rules adopt­ 
ed by the house.
